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SINCE the confirmation of the large batch of re- 
cess Army nominations the clerks of the A. G. O. 
have been kept busy making out commissions for 
the signature of the President. The majority of 
them will be signed and mailed during the next ten 
days. 








WE understand that the authorities at Washing- 
ton have taken kindly to our suggestion in regard 
to the transfer from the disability retired list of the 
Army to the age list of all those who have reached 
sixty-four years of age, and that a strong effort will 
shortly be made to secure legislation for the pur- 
pose. About seventy-five officers could be retired 
at once, thus c:eating just about enough vacan- 
cies for the disabled officers now on sick leave. 








THE separate monthly issue of General Orders 
and Army Circulars from Headquarters of the 
British Army has been abolished, and in future all 
the information contained in the two publications 
will be collected into one publication under the one 
title of ‘“‘Army Orders,” signed by the Adjutant- 
General, but with an introduction stating that 
** the following General Orders, Regulations, and 
Instructions are promulgated to the Army by his 
Royal Highness the Commander in-Chief with the 
approval of the Secietary of State for War,” thus 
combining the two authorities by whom the orders 
and circulars were previously issued. 








AT a meeting of the Executive Council of the 
Military Service Institution held at Governor’s 
Island, Jan. 28, 1888, the report of the Board of 
Award on the Prize Essay of 1886—subject, ‘‘ Our 
Northern Frontier’—was read. Only two essays 
were submitted, one from ist Lieutenant T. M. 
Woodruff, 5th U. S. Infantry, Acting Signal Officer, 
now on duty at St. Paul, and the other from ist 
Lieutenant A. D. Schenck, 2d Artillery, of Jackson 
Barracks, La. The Board decided in favor of 
Lieut. Woodruff’s essay, and that officer accordingly 
will receive the prize. The essay by Lieut. Schertick 
received honorable mention. The Board of Award 
was Generals I. Vogdes and John Newton, U.S.A., 
and Henry B. Ledyard, Esq., President of the 
Michigan Central Railroad. 








WE believe it is susceptible of proof that 
America is the birthplace of improvement and in- 
vention in the matter of development of the mod- 
ern infantry rifle. In the pending foreign “ battle 
of rifles,’ whether bloodless or not, we shall find the 
stamp of Yankee Doodle on the plant, or on the 
rifle, or both, which will prove to be the best 
adapted to military service. Evidence in support of 
this statement is found inan article which appeared 
in the Chicago News of Jan. 21, giving a descrip- 
tion of American small arms inventions. The 
writer says: ‘‘ When the Signal Service experi- 
ments with an improved hehograph, or portable 
tower, or field telegraph train, or other appliance 
for increasing or bettering facilities for communi- 
eation, when ordinary means are impracticable or 
undesirable, there is also to be found the foreign 
military attache. He visits the national small- 
arms armory at Springfield, and the cartridge man- 
ufacturing arsenal at Frankford. He takes notes 
in the patent offce and keeps pace with all modern

of rifles, carbines and revolvers. From the Zalin- 
ski dynamite gun to the movable base Morse cart- 
ridge for small arms, now under trial in the United 
States Army, he is on deck every time. It is not 
surprising, therefore, that American inventions are 
known and adopted or stolen by foreign powers.” 








THE paragraph appearing in some of the recent 
despatches from Washington to the effect that the 
breech-plug of the unfinished 10-inch rifle, at the 
ordnance shop, which has been giving so much 
trouble by sticking fast, had been safely removed 
was somewhat premature. The plug has been 
moved something more than an inch in the direction 
of its circumference, but is still a fixture in the gun. 
This state of affairs promises to continue, for it 
seems, so far as can be learned from the reticent 
officials at the yard, that the precise cause for this 
unfortunate state of affairs is not fully known. One 
authority, however, gives as an explanation that 
the thread in the gun and the thread on the breech- 
plug were cut on different lathes, and as a conse- 
quence the pitch of the threads is not exactly the 
same iu the two pieces. This appears to be quite a 
reasonable explanation, and if investigation proves 
the truth of it, the difficulty experienced in moving 
the plug will be accounted for. To those at all 
familiar with metallurgical processes it is well 
known that the slighter the variation from exact 
equality in two rigid screw threads, of course not 
infinitesimal in amount, the more difficult will be 
their separation. This will be especially true where, 
as in the case under discussion, the two parts are 
thrown in contact wita considerable violence, the 
momentum of the breech plug supplementing the 
motion given by the hand of the operator. From 
present appearances it would seem that the ‘‘ Stuck 
Plug,” as one correspondent has it, bids fair to be- 
come a ‘‘ cause celébré” in the annals of modern 
gun fabrication as practiced at the Washington 
yard. In the meantime, however, work on other 
formidable guns is not suffering on account of the 
refractory plug, but the details of several batteries 
for the new ships are being rapidly pushed to com-- 
pletion. 








THE Alta California thinks that the name San 
Francisco, which is to be given to the cruiser build- 
ing’ on the Pacific, comes under the condemnation 
of unlucky names, as four vessels bearing that name 
have been lost either by foundering at sea or by 
being cast ashore. So far as our Navy is concerned 
California names would seem to be unlucky, for the 
Sacramento was wrecked in 1867. Of the other 
naval vessels bearing geographical names which 
have been unfortunate we have the Albany, found- 
ered, 1854; Boston, 8d, burned in Washington, 1814; 
Boston, 4th, wrecked, 1846; Brandywine, burnt at 
Norfolk, 1864; Concord, lost, 1843; Cumberland, 
sunk by the Merrimac; Delaware, des.royed at Nor- 
folk, 1861; Germantown, destroyed at Norfolk, 
1861; Levant, lost in the Pacific, 1860; New York, 
destroyed at Norfolk, 1861; New York, 2d, burned 
at Washington, 1814; Ohio, captured, 1814; Penn- 
sylvania, destroyed at Norfolk, 1861; Philadelphia, 
wrecked off Tripoli, 1863; Plymouth, destroyed at 
Norfolk, 1861; Yorktown, lost at Cape De Verde. 
These were sailing vessels. Of steamers we have 
the Arizona, burnt, 1865; Barataria, grounded and 
destroyed, 1863; Chattanooga, sunk by ice at League 
Island; Eastport, grounded and destroyed in 1864; 
Hatteras, sunk by the Alabama; Housatonic, sunk 
by torpedo, 1874; Huron, wrecked in 1879; Indianola 





captured in 1863; Key West, burnt to prevent cap- 
ture, 1864; Lancaster, sunk by Vicksburg; Merri- 
mac, captured at Nortolk; Merrimac, 4th, found- 
ered, 1865; Milwaukee, sunk by torpedo, 1865; 
Mississippi, destroyed at Port Hudson; Missouri, 
burnt at Gibraltar, 1843; Oneida, sunk, 1870; 
Osage, Patapsco, Otsego, and Philadelphia, sunk 
by torpedoes; Philippi, destroyed in Mobile Bay; 
Saginaw, wrecked, 1870; San Jacinto, lost, 1865; 
Saranac, sunk, 1875; Scotia, sunk by torpedo, 1865; 
Sumter, sunk by collision, 1863; Suwanee, wrecked; 
Switzerland, sunk by Pittsburg batteries; Wee- 
hawken, sunk, 1863; Westficld, blown ap, 1863. 
The Alta enforces its remarks by quoting the case 
of the British Wasp, and that name certainly ap- 
pears to be one of ill omen in our own service as well 
as that of England. We have had four vessels bear- 
ing it ; one was destroyed in Delaware Bay in 1877, 
to prevent it from falling into the hands of the 
enemy ; another was captured in 1812, and a third 
was lost at sea, with all hands, in 1814. 








A BILL to provide for the appointment of a per- 
manent chief end assistant in the Hydrographic 
Office of the Bureau of Navigation in the Navy De- 
partment has been introduced in both branches of 
Congress, as noticed in our news columns last week. 
This measure is in the same live as that of which 
the JouRNAL disapproved in the issue of June 26, 
1886. In the earlier bill it was proposed to create 
a corps of hydrographic engineers for the purpose 
of conducting the affairs of the office in question. 
This plan is changed, provision being now made for 
only two officers, the chief and assistant, who are, 
however, like those in the first scheme, to form a 
part of the permanent shore force of the Navy—a 
part of the Service which is already too large, and 
should be diminished rather than increased. One 
feature of the bill is anomalous in naval adminis- 
tration, making, as it does, the subordinate in 
charge of the Hydrographic Office entirely inde- 
pendent of the chief of the bureau under whom he 
is to serve. The latteris appointed for a term of 
four years only, while the proposed hydrograpber 
would be appointed for Kfe. There is no more rea- 
son for the officer in charge of the hydrographic 
work of the Navy being a permanent incumbent, 
than there is for the commandant of the Washing- 
tun Navy-yard, or the ordnance officer at that yard, 
or the surgeon at the naval dispensary, or in fact 
the holder of almost every post that could be men- 
tioned. However, we think the bill defeats its own 
purpose, for if it should become a law the officer 
appointed under its provisions in the Hydrographic 
Office would, if he were ia the Service, cease ipse 
jure to be a naval officer. As itis not in the power of 
Congress to make a military officer independent of 
the orders of the Commander-in-Chief, the office 
would be transformed inte a civil one. The bill is 
clumsily drawn to accomplish the object intended; 
it is entirely indefensible in principle, so far as its 
purpose is to give a naval officer permanent detail, 
and if such is its purpose it ought not to become a 
law. It is an unfortunate result of the paucity of 
sea going vessels in the Navy, that officers are led to 
feel that the best field for their exertions is asbere 
instead of afloat, and thatin not infrequent cases 
they are permitted, nay almost obliged, to stay on 
shore until they lose their esprit de corps, and sea 
service ceases to make the appeal to their ambi- 
tion, which it should make. It will be a great mis- 
take to increase this tendency by legislation.}

NAVAL INFORMATION WANTED. 


RESOLUTIONS were presented in the Senate by Mr. 
Chandler, Jan. 23, calling upon the Secretary of the 
Navy for the followiug information: 

What plans, designs, drawings, or specifications of 
ships or marine engines have been purchased or pro- 
cured in foreign countries by or on behalf of the 
Navy Department, and from whom they bave been 
obtained, and to state what plans, designs, drawirgs, 
or specifications so purcbased or procured have been 
adopted in whole or in part for vessels or engines 
now under contract or construction; and also to 
transmit to the Senate a statement of the cost to the 
Government cf each of such plans, designs, draw- 
ings and apecifications, aud also an accountof all 
expenditures made by the Navy Department since 
March 20, 188, under the appropriations for infor- 
mation from abroad, and for emergencies aud ex- 
traordinary expenses arsing abroad. 

Concerning all naval vessels, aud machinery and 
armor for the same, und all naval ordnance and gun 
metal for constructing or furnishing which contracts 
have been made by the Navy Department siaoce 
March 4, 1880, as follows: 

(1) Copies in the case of each contract of the ad- 
vertisement and of the written or printed conditions 
and rules for tests and inspections upon which pro- 
posals were invited. 

(2) A schedule of the proposals received and 
awards made. 

(3) A copy of the contract made. 

(4) A statement showing the time within which the 
contract was to be performed, and the present con- 
dition of the work, and the payments made thereon, 
with copies of the reports and correepondeauce upon 
which each payment waz mude. And that the Seo- 
retary be directed also toinform the Senate whether 
or not, since said contracts have been made, any of 
the terms or conditions of any of them have been 
altered, or any agreements have been made for 
changes in the quality of material or work, or sny 
of the stipulations or rules for tests and inspections 
have been relaxed or varied; and, if so, to state the 
circumstances and causes of avy such alteration, 
change or variation. 

A statement of the changes made from the origi- 
nal plans of the Chicayo, Boston, Atlanta and Dol- 
phin in addition to those specified in commupica- 
tions from the Navy Department, together with the 
cost of such additional changes in each case, with 
copies of all documents and correspondence on file 
in said Department written since March 5, 1886, in 
any way concerning the aforesaid vessels, which are 
not contained in the annual reports of said Depart- 
ment, inctuding all reports of boards and of com- 
manding officers and engineer officers, and all log 
books kept while the vessels have been iu motion 
since said date, and all the evidences of settlements 
and payments made since said date by the United 
States, and of any unsettled claims on account of 
said vessels; and that the Sevretary be directed fur- 
ther to state the present condition of the AUtanta, 
Boston and Chicago, and the reasons for the delay in 
their completion and reception into active service.

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THE FIFTIETH CONGRESS. 


Messrs. Townshend, Maish and Laird, of the Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee, have been appointed a sub- 
committee to waiton the Secretary of War and con- 
fer, relative to the printing of the roster and pay 
rolls of the volupteer army. 

The House Committee on Public Buildings and 
Greupnds recowmend the purchase of the build- 
ing now occupied by the Sigual Service Bureau. Its 
estimated cost is $150,v00. 

The House Committee on Appropriations bas re- 
ported the Pension Appropriation bill. The total 
appropriation is $80,275,500, an increase of $4,000,000 
over the estimates, granted upon the representation 
of Commissioner Black that it would be necessary 
to pay Mexican war pensions not included in the 
estimates, 

The House Committee on Claims has submitted a 
favorable report on the bill giving the Court of 
( laims jurisdiction to determine the rights of Wm. 
E. Woodbridge to letters patent for bis metallic 
sabot, and to render judgment in payment for the 
use of same by the Government during the late War. 
The claim amounts to several hundred thousand 
dollars. 

Bills H. R. 5649 concerning details of Army officers 
to college duty; 5656 to conter brevet rank for gal- 
lant services in Indian campaigns; 5693 to regulate 
pay of ensigns in the Navy, aud 5694 for apport- 
nent of assistant bureau chiefs of the Navy Depart- 
mnent, introduced in the House this week are dupli- 
cates of measures on the same subject he retofore in- 
troduced iu the Senate and printed in the JoURNAL. 

In the House, Jan. 24, Mr. Belmont, of New York, 
resented (by request) a tnoemorial signed by David 

Judiey Field, Audrew Carnegie, Abram S. Hewitt 
and others, asking for the passage of a joint resolu- 
tion requesting the President to propose to the Gov- 
ernment of Great Britain the making of a treaty 
between the two nations, for a limited period at 
least, providing for arbitrating questions in dispute 
between them. The memorial states that since the 
general] pacification of 1815 there have been nearly 
sixty wmstances of arbitration for the settlemene of 
international disputes—a fact which shows, say the 
memorialists, that international arbitration is not 
only not visionary, but eminently practicable. 

The Secretary of War bas transmitted to Con- 
gress, with his approval and that of the Chief of 
Ordnance, a petition from the sergeants of ordnance 
of the Ordnance Department, U. 8. Army, praying 
for an allowance of clothing the same as otber non- 
commissioned officers. In udding his approval to 
the petition, the Secretary of War suggests that in 
granting the relief asked for Congress should dis- 
coutinue the extra half ration now given to those 
novu-commissioned officers. Should tbis not be done, 
he says, it would appear asif there would be a dis- 
crimination in favor of other non-commissioned offi- 
cers, as there pow is against them. 

Surgeon-General Gununel was hefore the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs on Tuesday, and ex- 
plained the provisions of Senate bill 262 ‘ncreasing 
the pay of P. A. and post surgeons of the Navy. He 
strongly urged its passage, reiterating his remarks 
iu his last annual report and adding thereto some 
forcible arguments in support of the bill. Action 
by the committee was postponed until the next 
meeting. 

A favorable and unanimous report was adopted 
on the bill appropriating $175,000 for the repair of 
the Hartford. In making this recommendation the 
committee desire it understood “that it is done sole- 
ly on account of the historic association surround 
ing the name of the vessel, and that they cordially 
approve the wisdom and policy of existing laws.” 

"Phe Secretary of the Navy has submitted to the 
House, to be considered in connection with the Ur- 
gency Deficiency bill now under advisement by the 
Appropriation Committee, the tollowing Naval es- 
timates: For armament of Chicago, Boston and 
Atlanta, $175,000 (previous appropriation for arma- 
nent of these vessels and the Dolphin, $923,631); to 
reimburse appropriation, construction and repair, 
3888, for amounts expended trom said appropria- 
tion for work dove on Chicago, Boston aud Atlanta, 
$83,691.25; for completing navigation outfit of Chi- 
cago, $62,500 ; contingent Marine Corps, 2,617. 

A bill was introduced in the Sevate this week au- 
thorizing the printing of “The Treasury of the Con- 
federate States; or documentary bistory of the 
tinancial, fiscal und commercial measures of the 
Confederate States,’ compiled by Raphael P. Thian, 
Chief Clerk of tue Adjutant General’s Office. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs consid- 
ered anuwber of pmvate relief bills at its meeting 
on Wednesday, but came to no conclusion upon any 
of them except the one for the relief of Assist. Eu- 
gzineer H. D. Potts, upon which a favorable report 
was adopted. Noaction was taken on the nomina- 
tion ot . A. Paymaster Kerr, for the reason that 
the Navy Department had not replied to the com- 
mittee’s reguest for information in the case. The 
following bills were referred to sub-committees: 
Pay of Acting Rear Admirals, and to provide addi- 
tional flag officers for squadrons, to Chandler; for 
relief of Cadet Fngineers, to McPberson ; providing 
for Naval Reserve, to Hale; to pay to the mother 
of Lieut. Commander Geo. F. Morrison tbe retired 
pay due him while confined in tbe insane asylum, to 
Gray. Bulls touadvance Capt. Henry Erben on the 
Navy Register and for the restoration of Command- 
er Quackenbush, will probably receive action at the 
hauds of the committee at its meeting on Wednes- 
day next. They were discussed at the last meeting, 
but action was deferred to await farther inoforma- 
tion on the subjects. 

The Senate Committee on Military Aftuirs at its 
meetiug on Thursday bad uvder consideration the 
several bills increasing the pumber of details of 
Army officers to college duty to tifty. A favorable 
report was finally adopted ou Senate bill 186, with 
au amendment inereasing the number ef details to 
0, ten of whom sbould be from tbe officers of the 
line of the Navy. Favorable actiou was also taken 
on bills S. 1295 for relief of enlisted men of the Army 
serving under assumed namesand granting right of 
way for railroad purposes through the Fort Hays 
military reservation. The bill for the promotion of 
Assistant Surgeons of the Army after 15 years’ ser- 
vice was under consideration, but not disposed of. 

A meeting of the sub-committee of the House 
Military Committee on muster bounty, arrears of 
pay aud desertion, was beld on 27th 10st. Conclu- 
pions were reached on a number of tbe private bills 
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on these subjects which will be reported for the ac- 
tion of the full committee some time next week. 

In the House a petition was a numerous- 
ly signed by citizens of New Jersey, praying that 
W.S. Cogswell be placed on the retired list of the 
Navy. 

A bill for the relief of Chief Engineer James Ent- 
wistle, U.S. N., was referred to the Committee on 
Claims.

And all ordnance 
and ordnance stores issued under the law fer arming and 
equipping the militia which may hereafter become obsolete 
may, in the discretion of the Secretary of War, be returned 
to the War Department, and be replaced by ordnance and 
ordpance stores of standard calibre and manufacture as 
issued to the Army. 

H. R. 5609, Symes. Authorizing the Secretary of 
War to issue two Rodman guns to State of Colorade. 

H. R. 5621, Townshend. To pay all pilots who 
served for a period of not leas than one year upon any gun- 
boat, war vessel, transport or other craft, during the War 
of the late Rebellion, three months’ extra pay, the same to 
be at the rate per month they were receiving while on duty.

That the Secretary of War 
and the Secretary of the Navy be, and they hereby are, au- 
thorized and directed to make or cause to be made, for dis- 
tribution among the honorably discharged soidiers and 
sailors of the United States in the late war for the suppres- 
sion of the rebellion, a sufficient number, of bronze, silyer 
and gold medals, with suitable devices and inscriptions 
thereon, and representing the different branches of the Ser- 
vice, and supply each surviving soidier and sailor, and the 
widow or next of kin of such as may be deceased, with one 
of said medals, in the following manner, to wit : To each sol- 
dier and sailor, and the widow or next of kin of such as may 
be deceased, who served one year or less and received an 
honorable discharge, a bronze medal; and to each soldier 
or sailor, and the widow or next of kin of such as may be 
deceased, who served two years or more than one year and 
received an honorable discharge, a silver medal: and to each 
soldier or sailor, and the widow or next of kin of such as 
may be deceased, who served three years or more and not 
leas than two years and received an honorable discharge, a 
gold medal: Provided, Tbat each soldier or sailor who re- 
ceived an honorable discharge on account of wounds re- 
ceived or disabuities contracted in the line of duty shall re- 
ceive a gold medal! regardless of the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 2. That a sum of money sufficient to enable the Secre- 
tary of War and the Secretary of the Navy to carry out and 
execute the provisions of this act is hereby appropriated out 
of any moveys in tne Treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

H. R. 5715, Farquhar. For the reissue of the 
first five volumes of the Records of the War of the Re- 
bellion. 

H. R. 7517, Dunham. Appropriating $150,000 
to construct an air ship, an invention of A. de Bauaset and 
directing the Secretary of the Navy to give the inventor the 
use of one of the Navy-yards in which to build his ship. 

H. R. 5719, Kean. Any officer of the line or staff 
of the Navy who has been conspicuous in battle or who has 
served the Government faithfully and honorably 9 years 
may be placed on the retired list of the Navy with rank and 
retired pay of the next higher grade; but no officer shall be 
retired under this act except on his own application.

WATERTOWN ARSENAL. 


SecRETARY Enprcorr has recommended the im- 
mediate appropriation of $11,908.96 for the improve- 
ment of the sanitary condition of the Watertown 
Arsenal, of which Surg. J.C. MeKee says: ** b know 
of no one spot, in all my experience in the different 
parts of the United States, and it has been extensive 
and general in my service of 90 years, from the At- 
lantic to the Southwest, in New Mexico apd Ari- 
zona. to California and the Northwest, in Oregon 
and Wasbiugton Territory, which affords more fav- 
orable soil and surroundings for the invasion and 
ravages of a cholera epidemic.” 








U. 8S. SUPREME COURT. 


Tue U. 8S. Supreme Court on Monday last affirmed 
the opinion of the Court of Claims denying the riebt 
of back pay of the heirs of Col. Elisha G. Marshall, 
who claimed full 40 per cent. increase pay as a te- 
tired colonel, on the ground that Sec. 1267, R. 8., 
which limits a colonel’s pay to $4,500 does not oper- 
ate to reduce aretired colonel’s increase pay. Al- 
though the court’s decision is supposed to be final, 
the attoruveys in the case have not lost all hope of 
having in reconsidered. By appeals to individual 
members of the court they hope to convince them 
that an error was made inthe judgment and to have 
the case reopened. Had the court's decision been 
favorable all the retired colonels of the Army would 
have received back pay. The court holds: * When 
the statutes provided that in no case shall the ‘ pay 
of a colonel exceed $4,500 a year,’ and that ‘ cfficers 
retired from active service shall receive 75 per vent. 
ef the pay of the rank upon which they are retired,’ 


there is no room left either for construction or for , 


complaint upon the part of the appellants. Col. 
Marshall was retired upon the rank of colonel. The 
maximum pay of that rauk was, and is, 3,500. He 
received 75 per cent. of that naximum pay, and, 
therefore, be received all that Congress authorized 
to be paid to him as a colonel on the retired list. 
The judgment of the Court of Claims is affirmed."’ 
Opinioa by Justice Harlan. — 

The Supreme Court also delivered opinions Jan, 2 
in two cases involving the status of yo. 
clerks of the Navy. In the first case, that af Paymr. 
Geo. £. Hendee, who claimed credit far his service 





as a paymaster’s clerk in computing longevity pay 
under the act of March 3, 1883, the opinion of the 
Court of Claims in favor of the claimant was 
affirmed. In the case of Daniel Monat, paymaster's 
clerk, who claimed mileage under the Graham deci- 
sion, the action of the Court of Claims, which was 
also favorable to the claimant, was reversed and the 
case referred back to be dismissed, the Supreme 
Court holding that neither by the regulations, nor 
by the statutes, por by any constitutiopal previsioa 
ie the present claimant an officer of the Navy. 

The revised opinions in these cases will be ready 
next week. 


NEW TESTS FOR STEEL PLATES. 

Asaresultof the recent conference bei ween the 
Secretary of the Navy, the Sivel Board, and the 
steel manufacturers, several m< difications in tests 
of steel plate have been agreed to, and the result 
will be of cousiderable advantage both to the Gov- 
ernment and to the rolling mili men. The most im- 
portapt item was in the matter of steel plates of a 
leas thickness than three tenths of an inch. It hav- 
ing been found impracticable to test plates of this 
thickness for tensile strength and elongation, op ac- 
countof the small area of cross section, the test on 
these points with thicker plates, but from the same 
heat of metal, is to be regarded as being the test re- 
quired by statute for the thinner plates; so the ac- 
tual test 1s to be omitted hereafter with the plates of 
3-10 inch thickness or less. On the other hand, to 
check any deterioration of quality by subsequent 
manipulations, after the heat bas been tested as 
specified, a piece from every plate is to be subjected 
to the bending and quenching test, instead of, as 
heretofore, pieces cut from a certain percentage of 
finished plates. The amount cf metai to be cut 
from each longitudinal edge of plates before accept- 
ance bas heretofore beeu one inch. This require- 
ment is now modified so that but half an inch is to 
be cut off. 

The requirements for steel shafts have been some- 
what modified, as well; and taken altogether, the 
result has been that the Government insures the 
procurement of better material in some respects, 
while the contractors for furnishing are assured 
that vexatious requirements are not contemplated 
by the law, and will not be imposed by the Secre- 
tary, through his inspectors. 

The concessions made on both sides appear to have 
been judicious and tending to harmony aud effi- 
clency. 








COMPLIMENTS TO COLONEL A. P. BLUNT. 


CoLonet A. P. Buunt, U.S. A., lately command 
ant of the Military Prison and now on duty in Bos- 
ton, Maas., has received au official letter from Ad- 
jutant-General Drum informing bim that the Board 
of Military Prison Commissioners at their meeting 
Dec. 20, 1887, unanimously adopted the following 
preamble and resolution : 

Whereas, Captain and Brevet Colonel A. P. Blunt, Assist- 
ant Quartermaster, U.S. 4., bas been on continuous duty at 
the Military Prison since June 4, 1875, bas asked to be re- 
leased from further service for the reason of failure of 
health. Be it enacted by the Board of Commissioners of 
said prison, that, in recommending the granting of Colonel 
Blunt's request, they give formal expression to their sym- 
pathetic regret for its reason, and their bigh appreciation of 
tbe earnest zeal and ably directed efforts exhibited by him 
in his administration of its affairs, through which it has be- 
come an institution for penal and reformatory purposes 
such as ite organic act contemplated. 

Colonel Blunt's conscientious attention to every detail of 
the many industries at the prison, inaugurated and nur- 
tured through his marked business capacity and his success- 
fully persistent aim to return the convicts to society after 
the expiration of their terms of confinement better men 
morally and better fitted to earn a livelihood than they were 
when they entered the prison, entitle him to the lasting 

ratitude of all citizens who believe in the advancement of 

2umanity and for which the commissioners extend to bim 
their heartfelt thanks. 

To this is added the following:

»reas his cordial concurrence in the sentiments conveyed 
BS the Prison Commissioners in this relation, and while be 
considers it n0 more than the duty of every public officer to 
use his best talents and energy in the service of the Govern- 
ment, it gratifying to him to thus refer to the valuable 
service you bave rendered through a series of years ina 
special department of official duty which merits appropriate 
acknowledgement.

COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 


Private Amos Waddams, Troop G, 4th Cav., for cruelly 
beating his daughter and bis wife at Fort Bowie, A. T., has 
been dishonorably discharged and given cleven monthe’ 
confinement at bard labor. 

Saddier Geo. Horton, Troop H, 10th Cav.. for a false alle- 
gation of assault and abuse against Capt. C. D. Viele, 10th 
Cav., hes been fined $60, and relegated to confinement at 
bard labor for six months, 

In the case of a cavalry soldier tried at Fort Buford for 
forging the pame of his troop commander to a check on the 
post trader, the reviewing authority, Gen. T. H. Ruger says: 
“While tbe instrument torged was incapable of enforced 
collection, or of deceiving, to their injury. third parties ex- 
ercising ordinary prudence, and was, therefore ina strictly 
leral sepee, nO forgery—still falsifying the signature of an 
officer, by an enlisted mar, with a wrongful intent is re- 
garded as an twfraction of discipline of such a serious nature 
as to fully justify the sentence of the court in this case.’ 

In the case of a soldier recently tried at Fort Leaven- 
worth for desertion and who pleaded the 1034 Article of War 
in bar of trial, Gen. Wesley Merritt says: “* The court, very 

sroperly. in accordance with the ruling of the Secretary of 

Var, Jan. 20, 1877. and the confirmation of the same by the 
War Department, June }4, 1887, overruled the pr 1soper's 
plea of the 1034 Article of War, ‘n bar of tria). Under date 
of Jan, 20, 1877, the then Secretary of War held as follows: 
*T decide that the old interpretation of the late 88th, now 
1034, of the Rules and Articles of War, under which a de- 
serter might be tried by court-martial without regard to the 
length of his absence, notwithstanding the limitation clause 
in the said Article, shall contioue to be in force.’ This rul- 
ing has been confirmed by the War Department under dato 
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of Jan. 20, 1877, has, since its promulgation, been the rule 
for the euidance of officers of the Army, and will so re- 
main until officially set aside.’ 

In the case of Corpl. G. E. Dwyer, Co. C. 22d Inf.. tried for 
striking and beating a private soldier, Gen. Merritt savs: 
“ The proceedings in so far as the defence was permitted to 
introduce evidence in regard to the habits at table and in 
the quarters of his company of Private John L. Johnson, 
Co. C, 224 Inf., are disapproved. Johnson's habits in his 
company can in no way be construed into a justification for 
the grossly unsoldierly conduct of Corporal Dwyer. The 
sentence so farasthe reprimand to be administered by the 
Denartment Commander is concerned is also disapproved, 
Sentences awarded by courts-martial are intended to deter 
the individual sentenced as well as others from the commis- 
sion of offences. It is not thought a reprimand from any 
source would reach a non-commissioned officer who engages 
ina fight with a private of his company, butting him with 
his head and beating him with an iron poker. If Private 
Johnson's habits as an individual need reforming, those of 
Corpl. Dwyer as a soldier enforcing discipline should under- 
go a radical change. Until hecancontrol his temper, Corpl. 
Dwyer does not deserve to wear the honorable badge of a 
non-commissioned officer.” 

In the case of a soldier tried at Fort Yates for quitting his 
ruard, General T. H. Ruger, the reviewing authority says : 
‘The accused pleaded guilty and then offered evidence *in 
extenuation of the offence.’ Upon this the covrt ruled that 
‘the accused having pleaded guilty, no such witness could 
be called by him.’ In this the court erred. The right of an 
accused to introduce evidence in extenuation of bis offence 
is undoubted. The court however cailed as its own, the 
witness. and sdmitted the evidence desired by the accused, 
thus substantially curing its error.”

Gen. William W. Averill said : 


Leaving out of consideration some twenty-odd Indian 
fights in which I was engaged before the war, and in one of 
which I was wounded so as to be obliged to walk on crutches 
for nearly two years, I will state that my first battle was 
Bull Run, ip 1861. My feeling on entering the battle was, as 
I saw the enemy hastening to their position, that there was 
a great and useless crime about to be committed ; the second, 
as Ican remember the whizzing and hurtling of the first 
solid shot from the enemy through the trees and tearing 
along the ground, was of the ferce and terrible force of a 
cannon ball: next T was startled, amazed and horrified to 
see aman who had been hit un the head by a fragment of 
shell springing about and shedding blood like a chicken with 
its head just stricken off: after that wonder at the excite- 
ment. amounting to a kind of delirium, of our chief com- 
manders. who galloped about yelling to anyone who would 
keep still enough to listen, about what the enemy were 
doing, and general'y calling for reinforcements like fright- 
ened idiots ; then the woful lack of a capable commaneer of 
#ll our forces, with a headquarters, was felt: and. to skip to 
the last. uncontrollable indignation and mortification at the 
failure of our Army to win the battle, as with the rear we 
withdrew from the field. The only consolation to be found 
was to know that the enemy were not much, if any, better 
off than ourselves in efficient handling.

OrpDERS have been issued from the Navy Depart- 
ment to stop all work in progress on the Chicago at 
New York, and the preliminaries to eparring this 
fine ship are to be suspended until further orders. 

Tne name of the boy drowned from the training 
ship Portsmouth, in Hampton Roads, recently, was 
Edward ©. Hatter, a first class apprentice from 
Brooklyn, N. Y. ihe apprentice who gallantly 
jumped overboard to rescue him was named J 
Koch. 

It is understood that Commander Colby M, Ches- 
ter, of the Navy, is soon to be relieved of the com- 
mand of the Galena. The vessel 18 to be placed in 
dry dock at Norfolk and have her machinery exten- 
sively repaired. She will also be cleansed and thor- 
oughly fumigated. 

THE general meeting of the Panama Canal Com- 
pany which it was proposed to hold on Saturday, 
Jan. 28, will not take place, the number of shares 
being deposited not being sufficient according to the 
cbarter, to call the meeting, which bas now beeu 
postponed until Marcb. 

Cuisr ConstTrucTOR Wrison and Capt. Sicard, 
chief of ordnance, were before the sub-committee o!

to complete the construction and armament of the 
steel cruisers Chicago, Boston and Atlanta. 

THE recent detachment of some of the younger!

partment oes pot regard that ship as likely to 
afford the opportunity for sea service 80 necessars 
for junior officers. In other words, it is not proba- 
ble that the Boston will go to sea for a iopg time to 
come.

OUR NEW NAVY. 

A_ RECENT report submitted to Secretary Whitney 
by Naval Constr. R. W. Steele and Assistant Naval 
Constructors John F. Hanscom and Johu B. Hoover, 
gives the following as the present condition and 
status of work on the vessels now beipg constructed 
ubder their supervision: 

At Cramps’ Sons, Philadelphia, the Yorktown will 
be ready for launching about the middie of Feb- 
ruary and the dynamite cruiser early in March. 
The Baltimore bas about all of her frames up aud 
plated. The decks are laid, and if material is for- 
werded from the iron mills itis probable that this 
vessel will be launched some time in April. 

I'he Newark and Philadelphia are making slow 
progress, the lack of material acting as a bar to 
rapid work. Material, however, for both of these 
sbips is being received, and the work of construction 
will go on more freely as soon as some indispensable 
preiiminariss are settled. The Yorktown isnot very 
far advanced, and can hardly be completed in the 
time specified in the contract, Jan. 31 next. Her 
boilers are finished, and the machinery is quite well 
advanced. 

From Chester, Constructor Steele reports that 
work on the Bennington and Concord is progressivg 
favorably but not as rapidly as could be desired, 
They are, by covtrect, to be completed by May, 1889, 
but it is safe to say that neither of them will be any 
thing like ready for the water at that date. The 
keels of both the Bennington and Concord will be 
laid by March l. As already stated, the Petrel, un- 
der construction at Baltimore, is progressing slowly. 
This vessel was to have been practically completed 
by Dec. 22, but it will besome time yet ere the Goy- 
ernment will be able to take any steps towards fit- 
ting ber for sea. 

From New York, Asst. Constructor Hanscom re- 
ports that the preliminary work on the armored 
cruiser to be built at that Navy-yard is in a fair 
state of forwardness. Her lines have already been 
laid off in the mold loft, and the blocks and plat- 
forms are in place for building the ship. Tools and 
general plant, as well as material, have already been 
coutracted for, and assoon as the machine shop and 
store-house are completed, the various details will 
begin to assume shape. It is not probable, however, 
tbat much will be done in the way of actual con- 
struction before July or August next. The prelim- 
ipary steps for the two gun boats to be constructed 
at New York are still inembryo, but the spring will 
probably see rapid progress in their erection, The 
Chicago, having undergone a most successful power 
trial, is waiting for orders from Washington to be 
fully completed and fitted for sea. The Boston is 
practically completed, but has ouly a portion of ber 
battery on board. It will, it is said, require addi- 
tional appropriation to complete tbe ship, armed 
and equippel ready for sea. The Boston and the 
Atlanta are in commission, and the latter craft will 
probably sail for the West lodies as soon as the 
work found necessary op her bottom shall have been 
completed. 

The armed cruiser in process of building at Nor- 
folk Navy-yard, Va., 1s io pretty mueh the same 
condition as the similar vessel at the New York 

ard. Progress on both of these huge vessels will 

e necessarily slow, 

The Charleston, at San Francisco, Cal., is progress- 
ing very favorably, and were it mot for the unex- 
ected delay in the shipment of material from the 
Past, the contractors for this vessel would be well 
abreast of the terms of the contract, As it is, the 
Charleston will be among the new ships to be fin- 
ished long after the date specified in the contract. 

The San Francisco is still in the future, as far as 
actual work is concerned. and it will be many 
months before sbe 1s lauacbed. 

From all the vontractors the complamt comes 
that material is pot suvplied fast enough by the 
rolling mills. 

The assemblage of new names on our Navy list is 
really quite noteworthy, for here we have: Ben- 
nington, Concord, Petrel, Philadelphia, Newark, San 
Francisco, Yorktown, Charleston, Baltimore, Dyna- 
mite Cruiser, 2 armored cruisers, 2 gunboats—a total 
of fourteen vessels in process of construction, more 
or less advanced, to which are to be added the four 
completed ships, Atlanta, Boston, Chicago, Dolphin 
—the nearest attempt at an alphabetical beginning 
for u Navy we have ever made. 

We have had a Concord, which was lost on the east 
coast of Africa in 1843, with her commander, Wm. 
Boerum, Purser Hart, and one of the crew. We bave 
had two Petrels; ove was transferred to the Coast 
Survey iu 1650, and the other captured ant 22. 1864. 
One Philadelphia was wrecked off Tripoli, 1803, and 
apother sunk by a torpedo during the war. One 
Yorktown was wrecked on the Isiand of Mayo, Cape 
de Verde, Sept. 6, 1850; officers and crew saved. We 
have bad two Baltimores; ene was sold in 1801 and 
the other June 23, 1865. The ironclud Atlanta was 
captured during the war. One Boston was burued 
when the British captured Wasbington in 1814; an- 
otber was drivea asbore in Lake Champlain, Oct. 12, 
1776, to prevent its falling oto the hands of the 
enemy, and a third was lost by a squall off Ele- 
theura, W. L, on the night of Nov. 15, 1846, while in 
command of Comdr. Geo. F. Pearson, all bands be- 
ing saved,

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DESERTIONS FROM THE ARMY. 
THE gentleman of the daily press who have 
sought to convey the impression that the discipline 
in the Army is in some way to blame for desertions 
from the ranks should remember that every flock 
has its black sheep, and that it is natural for offend 
ers to attempt to excuse their misdeeds by ascribing 
blame to others. The extensive display of service 
chevrons worn in the ranks of our regiments shows 
that a large percentage of the men are now serving 
a second and third enlistment and gives the best 
evidence of their contentment. The present high 
standing, excellent condition and efficiency of our 
Army, as shown by the official reports of the pres- 
ent year, proves that it is made up of excellent 
material, These two facts alone are sufficient to 
prove that the attempted slanders of Army desert- 
ers, their cunningly devised fables, and the piteous 
tales told by them for the purpose of excusing their 
crime and exciting public sympathy, are unworthy 
of notice. 
It is nevertheless a fact that very many desertions 
have occarred, and it is still necessary to account 
for them and to explain why they have been and yet 
areso numerous. In November, 1882, a War Depart- 
ment order was issued requiring the causes leading 
to desertions to be investigated in every case by a 
Board of Officers; ever since that date covering 
a period of five years, the circumstances attending 
every desertion inthe Army have been carefully 
investigated and a written report in each separate 
case has been made. These reports show princip- 
ally three things, that no cause could be found, that 
the man was a former deserter and feared re- 
cognition, or that he had committed some crime 
and was in dread of arrest and punishment. 
The records of the Cavalry Depot at Jefferson 
Barracks show that between October 1, 1884, and 
September 1, 1886, 2,661 recruits had been received 
and that of this number 348 deserted before they 
could be sufficiently invtrueted for assignment to 
regiments. Investigation of over 380 of these cases 
by Boards of Officers failed to show any cause for 
desertion except those already mentioned. No re- 
cruits remained at the Cavalry Depot longer than four 
moths, while there they were well quartered, liber- 
ally  d, kindly treated and performed no duty ex- 
cept a. occasional tour of guard for the purpose of 


very many deserted before they had been at the 
depot more than a month or six weeks. It must be 
conceeded that this proves that no reasonable cause 
of complaint could exist; that these men deserted 
before they had bad sufficient opportunity to obtain 
any knowledze of the Service and before they could 
have tormed any decided like or dis 
life. The natural conclusion is that these men had 
no honest or fixed purpose in enlisting, but came 
into the Army to secure temporary relief and shelter 
or transportation to some new field of adventure. 
and were men ot roving, reckless and discontented 
dispositions who should never have been accepted 
The records of the Cavalry Depot show that out of 
160 cases of desertion tried during the period first 
named nearly every one plead guilty and made no 
excuse or attempt at defence, but quietly acvepted 
the sentence of the court. This proves that ina 
large majority of cases desertion is explained not by 


like for military 


severity in discipline or ill treatment of the men, 
but by the lack of character in the men themselves, 

It is obvions that in the selection of recruits much 
more is required than a physical examination. In 
some way it should be ascertained whether candi- 
dates really desire to serve in the Army, preferring 
it to other occupations, and whether they are adap- 
ted by temperament for the life of the soldier. In. 
telligence, good habits, if for cavalry, 
knowledge of or fondness for horses should be con- 
sidered by the recruiting officer, and unless he is 
satisfied that the candidate for enlistment is likely 
to makea good soldier and is such a man as he 
would be glad or at least willing to have in his own 
company, he does both the man and the Service an 
injustice in aceepting bim. 

Recruiting officers should ascertain how, 
and for what period the applicant for enlistment was 
last employed, how often he has changed employers 
and why, and his reasons for entering the Service, 
Careful questioning would enable him to judge as 
to each man's intelligence, habits, and fitness for 
the service. The evidence is overwhelming that 
bad men are too frequently accepted; that men of 
roving, reckless and discontented dispositions, and 
with little or no character have too often been en- 
listed; and that as a consequence the number of 
desertions has been very large. With proper care 
exercised in the examination of recruits a better 
class of men would be secured tothe Service, and 
desertions, heretofore too numerous, would almost 
cease. Recruiting officers should exercise the same 
care in enlisting men for the Army that the em- 
ployer would show in choosing men for any service 
requiring honesty, sobricty, faithfulness, intelli- 
gence and adaptability to the required conditions.

Mr. R. U. Jonson, Assistant Editor of the 
century Magazine, favors us with the following 
extracts from a letter received by the magazine 
from a British officer in India: 


“In common with a great mavy other officers of 
Her Majesty's service, I have been following with 
great interest toe series of papers on the American 
war. Itis difficult to explain to you in a few lines 
theimportance which we attach to your papers, but 
| will try todo so. 1 am, myself, too young to re- 
member the feeling of the army at the t me the 
struggle was being fought out, for my first commis- 
sion only dates from 1872. At that tume we were all 
under the influence of the recent experience of the 
Franco-German war. It was still fresh in our mem- 
ories and its lessons were being impressed on us in 
the pamphlets, ete., written by professional soldiers 
fresh from the battlefields; such men as Scharff, 
Boguslaacki, the Duke of Wurtemberg, Prince 
Hohenlohe and others. Naturally, great weight 
attached to their utterances, and on their evidence 
great and radical changes were made in cur system 
of tactics. First and foremost the old British line 
formation for attack was abolished and in its place 
we have adopted a species of mongrel skirmishing 
formation which is neither one thing or the other. 
We did not stop to inquire the rank aud experience 
of our informers; they wrote with such evident 
bona fides and their own personal experiences stood 
out so freshly in their accounts that it was all taken 
as gospel truth. Probably, as far as they kuew at 
the time, it was the truth, but asa rule their rank in 
the service was not high enough to enable them to 
see but a portion of the truth, or that which came 
under their immediate observation. Butstnuce then, 
our area of information has widened; we have uow 
stutistics of losses and other data to go on, and from 
the investigation of these, I, at least, have come to 
the conclusion that we have been altogether too 
hasty in our deductions. lt appears now that Prus- 
rian, or say German troops generally, were fre- 
quently stopped by losses before which neither Fed- 
eral nor Confederate armies would have winced. 
The Prussian guard at st. Privat was stopped by a 
loss of considerably less than 30 per ceut., whereas 
Pickett's Division went on in spite of double that 
loss. Meagher’s brigade at Fredericksburg went on 
till it was absolutely destroyed, and [ could fill 
pages with similar examples. Now, it may be only 
national pride, but we, Englishmen, claim kindred 
with you io this respect, and believe that our own 
men would fignt much more in your style than like 
the Prussians, and probably you will not be bard on 
us for that opinion. Now what would be of inestim- 
able service to us at the present time, would be an 
estimate given by some of those who saw both 
Americans and Germans fighting side by side in 
your war, of the relative work of the two. Secondly, 
a clear account of the method by which the fighting 
discipline was secured, and, thirdly, a clear account 
of the ideal attack formation which was striven 
after by your leaders.” 





A WASHINGTON correspondent of the Chicago 
Evening Journal says: * Among the faces to be seen 
about the foreign legations in Washington are the 
following named naval and military officers, viz. : 
Major Lottin, military attache, French embassy; 
Capt, W. H.C. Donpille, of Her Britannic Majesty's 
service; Lieutenant Makoto Saito represents Japan; 
the Argentine Republic sends Mr. Juan Attwell. 
Even China sends officers to America to ascertain 
what imprevements are being devised by inventive 
Americans, the Celestial attaohés being Chun Kut 
Sing and Ma Wang Yuan. It isa fact not generally 
known that of late years our Ordnance Department 
receives and tests at least one sample model of every 
kind of ritle mauufactored for the use of civilized 
nat‘ons. We have no military or naval officers at- 
tached to our legations abroad. We sbould have. 
These models for rifles and carbines are generally

THE San Francisco Report hears that China is pro- 
ceeding to organize the militia of her several prov- 
inces so as to conform them somewhat, if not en- 
tirely, with European models, and it bas a cold 
shiver in consequence, saying: “When the Mongo- 
lian empire suddenly marches forth, some fine 
spring morning, with say 200 full army corps, 
armed with repeaters and breech-loading guns, 
furnished with siege and pontoon trains, and with 
the accumulated gold and silver of twenty centu- 
ries in their military chest, where will the march of 
thatarmy end? Just as sure as history repeats it- 
self, and just as sure as there isa law of the survi- 
val of those who can live where others can not, the 
Chinese will o¥errun our so-called Anglo-Saxon 
civilizationand give ita hard and perbaps a losing 
light for its life. One-third of the world’s popula- 
ticnis not going to remain cooped up in China.” 
The Report should see to it at once that a Dill is in- 
troduced to fortify Bebring’s Straite. However, 
speaking more seriously, our contemporary is quite 
right in thinking that we need to give attention to 
what is going on in (hina for more reasons than one. 


THE proposition to pension the widow of the late 
Colonel Robert N. Scott, of the War Records Office, 
which is contained in a nll now before Congress, 
will meet with the approval not only of the Army, 
but of a large class of persons outside of the Service 
to whom Colonel Scott was well known and by 
whom hiz labors were higbly appreciated. Colonel 
Scott sacrificed his health and his life in his devo- 
tion to the work to which be was assigned. As H. V. 
Boynton says iu an article published by the * Cen- 
tury '’ magazine at the time of his death: “ He was 
devoted to his work. For over nine years he scarcely 
leftit. His days of recreation were very few, and 
were taken at long intervals. He not only gave his 
office hours to his task, but his nights at bome as 
well. “The total of the pension which will go to his 
family in the event of the passage of the bill now 
before Congress will hardly exceed the amount 
which may be said to be fairly due for service ren- 
dered by Colonei Svott over and beyond the strict 
requirements of his duty. 


M. Genest, in describiog the Mt. Cenis tunnel says 
that, “Tbe two axes met almost exactly; there was 
barely balf a yard error. The level on one side was 
only 60 centimetres (23.4 ins.) too high,"’ Of the 38 
headings finished in’ the new aqueduct now being 
completed under the direction of Benj. 8. Church, 
the average divergence in 32 is less than one-half 
inch, or 0.037 ft. In the other six the average is but 
seven inches, the extreme being about 9 in., 0.80 
of a footina distance of 7,850.9 feet between the 
shafts. In the 20,000 feet of the Hoosac tunnel in 
1872 the error in alignment was 0.5625 [t. and in levels 
0.134 ft. This comparative record speaks well for 
American engineering. 


Our excellent contemporary, The Army and 
Navy Gazette, of Londov, appears to be the victim 
of an eruptive typographical disease which disfig- 
ures its usual sightly pages with black blotches, of- 
fepsive to the taste and wearisome tothe eye. In- 
deed, there appears to be a general disposition to 
typographical change among our Service contem- 
porariesin England. As to the others, we are not 
so much concerned, but the Gazette has gone along 
with us fora quarter of a century now in the van, 
and we are unwilling tosee it breaking step and 
adopting changes which are not improvements.

RECENT DEATHS, 


Ist LIeUTENANT Frepertck Tares, regimental 
quartermaster, 31 U. 8. Infantry, a capable and en 

ergetic officer, died at Fort Shaw, Mont., Jan. 21, of 
erysepelas. Lieutenant Thies enlisted in the 19th In- 
fantry in 1866, passed through the grades of cor- 
poral, sergeant, Ist sergeant, joiued the cavalry ia 
1870, and in October, 1873, was appointed 2} lieuten- 
antof the 3d Infantry, attaining a Ist lieutenancy 
April 14, 1884. In 1885, General J. R. Brooke, colonel 
of the regiment, appointed bim quartermaster and 
now has to mourn the loss of an efficient upd valu- 
able staff officer. A Fort Shaw despatch says: “* By 
bia death the Service loses one of its best officers and 
a true gentleman. He leaves a wife and two child- 
ren. The remains will be taken to Fort Benton for 
burial.’’ 


THE death of the Hon. James 8. Rollins at bis re- 
sidence in Columbia, Mo., Jan. 9, was the occasion 
ot marked demonstratious of respect and esteem 
for the deceased by hi« fellow-citizens. The Feculty

Army, retired, whose 
active service was maipvly iu the Orduance Corps, 
Among telegrams of condolence received by Capt. 
Rollins was one from Gen. 8S. V. Benét, U.S. A., 
Gen. Thos, T. Crittenden, Carl Schurz, Senator Sher- 
man and Gen. Sherman, who telegraphed “ Ar- 
other good man and noble patriot gone where we 
must soon follow.” 


CoLoNneL C. W. MouLTon, a distinguished lawyer, 
the New York partner of the law firm of Sherman, 
Jackson and Levy, of Cincinnati, who served with 
much gallantry aud efficiency during the War, died 
at the Arno Hotel, New York Wity, Jan. 24, of apo- 
plexy. He wasa brother-ia-law of Gen. W. T. Sher- 
wan, U. 3. 4., who was a coustant visitor to him 
during hisilluess, All of his immediate family, ex- 
cept bis youngest daughter, the wife of Capt. C. i. 
Rockwell, 5th ©. S. Cav., were at bis deathbed. In 
Juve, 1861, be was appointed captain and A. Q. M. of 
Volunteers and in March, 1463, was transferred to 
the Regular Army as captainand A.Q.M. His ree 
sponsibilities and duties during the War were 
heavy, and were discharged with emineut zeal and 
fidelity: be receiving the brevets of major. lieuteng 
ant-colovel apd colonel. Ue resicved in October, 
1865, and resumed the practice of law in Cincinnati 
where he was ever held fn bighesteem. He marrn dad 
Miss Francis Sherman, the youugest sister of Gere 
Sberman, and leaves a family. The remains wee 
taken tuo his late home at Glendale, O., where tbe 
funeral services took place on Thursday after wh'ch 
they were interred in the ‘ipring Grove Cemetery, 
Cincinnati. 


Mrs. Exviza Cnaprri. Porter, wife of Chaplain 
Jeremiah Porter, U.S. A., retired, died at Santa 
Barbara, Cal., Jan. 1, aged 80. The remains of the 
venerable lady were taken to Chicago for interment, 
the funeral services taking place Jau. 17 at the New 
England Congregational Church in that city.

FREDERICK C. BriGuTLy, the authorof “Brightly’s 
Digest’ and other notable law books, died Jan. 24 
at his residence, 2 Harvey street, Germantown, 
Ptniladelphia, at the age of 76 years. In 1835 he mar- 
ried Miss Sarah Corfield, of Philadelphia. They bad 
eight children, of whom only two lived to attain 
mature years. Charles H., the eldest, was graduated 
from West Point, assigned to the 4th U. 8. luf., and 
rose to captain, received the brevets of major and 
lieutenant-colopel for gallantry, and died June 9, 
1864, of wounds received at the battle of the Wilder- 
ness, being but 25 years of age.

ALL QUIET AT ST. AUGUSTINE. 


RECENT press despatches trom St. Augustine set 
forth in lurid terms that on Jan. 21 “a collision be- 
tween the civil and military uuthorities in the vicin- 
ity of St. Francis Barracks was for a while immin- 
ent,’’ and the disastrous consequences were painted in 
vivid terms. Stripped of the usual embeilishments 
the facts of the case, as we learn on the best author’ 
ity, are simply these: On Friday afternoon, Jan. 20. 
Lieut. C. De W. Willcox. 2d U.S. Art., while engaged 
in a game of lawn tennis on the parade of this post, 
used his authority as an officer to put a stop to im- 
proper lancuage held by certain civilians present. 
After the game, one of these civilians stopped him 
in the street, on the way to bis quarters and ad- 
dressed some insulting words to him, which were 
answered witb a blow from a tennis bat. Cpon this, 
a man in plain clothes, who turned out afterwards 
to be a poiiceman, came up behind Lieut. Willcox, 
and, seizing bim unawares, tried to drag him off. 
He resisted, not knowing the man was a civil offi- 
cer. As all this took place near the post of the sen- 
try in front of barracks, be ran up and ordered Mr. 
Willcox's release, which order was obeyed. The next 
diay be pleaded guilty in the mayor's court to the 
charge of fighting, and to that of assault in the 
eoees, and paid the fines and costs imposed. 

‘bere is po truth in the newspaper statemeut that 
Lieut. Willcox called the sentry and ordered him to 
fire. He came up of bis own accord to restore order 
near his post. Nor did he resist arrest, nor was be 
turned over by the commanding officer, Capt. Geo.

U.S. S. OMAHA, 2D RATE, ' 
NAGASAKI, JAPAN, Nov. 28, 1887. j 

On Saturday, the 19th, Michael Moloney, chief mate, and 
Frank Jacobs, quarter-gunner, went ashore on liberty but 
did not return on the expiration of their leave on the fol- 
lowing morning. A reward of $10 was sent out but with no 
effect, and after five days the reward was increased to $50, 
but still they could not be found. On Saturday morping last 
Moloney’s body was discovered on the beach, near the coal 
sheds, drowved and his pea jacket and overshirt gone. His 
body was much decomposed, but was brought aboard in his 
coffin and buried about 4 o'clock in the afternoon with the 
usual funeral honors. A corporal'’s guard presented arms to 
the body as it was being hoisted over the side and as the boat 
with the coffin got opposite the p they fired three vol- 
leys and the bugle sounded * taps.” Moloney being a Catho- 
lic, the French priests bere performed the burial services at 
the grave. At first it was supposed on account of the cloth- 
ing being missing that there had been fou! play, but yes- 
terday (Sunday) morning Jacobs's body was found on the 
beach well down the bay. His clothing was intact and his 
money, #mounting to over $4, was safe in bis “ monk” bag. 
This, of course, changed the aspect of the affair, and the 
conclusion now arrived at is, that the two men bad started 
during the night to come off to the ship, that Jacobs had 
fallen overboard and that Moloney had stripped his coat and 
shirtand jumped in to save him. The probability is that 
there might only have been an old man sculling the sampan 
and beiog timid and being afraid of being capsized, he 
sculled away and left them to ther fate and naturally, fora 
Jap, was afraid to report the matter. Jacobs's body was too 
far advanced in decomposition, so that his coffin was placed 
in the dead house at the British consul's, our consul not hav- 
ing one, and the funeral service under the auspices of Mr. 
Wright, our chaplain, took place from there. The funeral 
procession was very impressive, as when the two boat loads 
of men under charge of Lieut. Shufeldt, who were going to 
attend the funeral, got ashore “p | found 112 men belonging 
to the ship who had gone on hours’ leave yesterday, 
drawn upintworanksin front of the consuls, waiting to 
attend also. They remained in ranks uatil the funeral party 
from the ship passed by, and while they went into the con- 
suls to get the coffin, Holden, captain of the foretop, who 
was with the liberty men, opened ranks and allowed the 
coffin and funeral party to pass between them, after which 
they formed fours and attended ths procession to the grave- 
yard. Each of the liberty men had crape on his arm and a 
flower in bis hand. These were thrown on the coffin after it 
was lowered in tbe grave. Mr. Wright read the Episcopal 
funeral service at the grave and taps was sounded, after 
which the funeral party returned to the ship and the liberty 
men dispersed to enjoy the balance of their leave. It wasa 
very fine thing to see 112 men out of the 116 who were 
ashore, turn up clean and sober to attend their late ship- 
mates to their last resting place. The men who had placed 
themselves under charge of Holden, went throuch all the 
evolutions as well, if not better, than if they had been un- 
der charge of the most experienced officer. I think it re. 
flects great credit on the ship’s company of the Omcha. 
Over $200 has been already subscribed to raise a monument 
ares of the two poor fellows who are buried side by

THE STEEL CAST GUN. 


Tne Pittsburg Despatch says: “The success of the 
big steel gun is more and more assured every day. 
Lying in the lathe, with the sinkhead partly re- 
moved, it is a model of symmetry and strength. The 
work of removing the precious nine tons of the 
molding to the finishiug department was in itselfa 
difficult understanding, but it was accomplished 
without a hitch. 

‘“"here is atill some five or six inches of the sink- 
head left, which will eventually all be removed. 
This pertion of the gun has been trimmed down con- 
siderably, the strips coming off in long spirals. 
These have been tested, giving the following results 
as to the character of the steel: Tensile strength, 
92,700 pounds to the square incb; elastic limit, 51,960 
pounds to the square inch; elongation, 12‘¢ per cent. 

In the end of the sinkhead or butt of the guna 
hole bas been bored, by meansof which the gun will 
be held iu the lathe. Then the support under the 
breech can be removed and the gun will turn freely 
in the lathe. 

“*When the gun gets to Annapolis,’ said Mr. 
Hainsworth recently, ‘i shall be there, too. It will 
be finally tested by firing a 100-pound ball ten times 
as fast as the gun can be charged. The gun won't 
be humored in any way. They will just load ber up 
with as much powder as they can putin and blaze 
away. Two bours will suffice to settle the question 
of solid steel versus “built up’’ guas. The bal! must 
travel at the rate of 2,000 feet a second after leaving 
the muzzle,and the gun must stand the terrible 
ordeal without a siga of weakness. I saw a built-up 
gun tested some time ago, and it broke short off sev- 
eral feet from the muzzle, just in its weakest place. 
Iamin hope this gun will not showany weakest 
place, though, of course, I cannot speak confidently 
until it bas been tried. The strength of itis gradu- 
ated so that it will be able te stand in exact propor- 
tion the strain put upon it at different points. Thus 
at the breech it will stand a pressure of 15 tons to 
the inch, whileat the muzzie five tons pressure is ali 
that is required.’"’ 





The Pittsburg company in notifying the Ordnance 
Bureau of ite readiness to submit the new steel gun 
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to the preliminary tests, suggests very properly that 
in order to have a decisive test of the relative merits 
of solid and built-up guns, a six inch cannon of tha 
latter class should be tried at the same time by ftir. 
ing the shots alternately and as rapidly as possible. 








FORT BROWN, TEXAS. 


THERE was a long discussion in the House on 
Tuesday with reference to the subject of withhold. 
ing payment of the $160,000 for the grounds anj 
reuts of Fort Brown, Texas, Mr. Townsend and Myr. 
Laird taking the lead in urging the adoption of a 
resolution of inquiry as to the expediency of this 
measure. 

Mr. Laird said ‘the question to be answered by 
the Houee in ordering this investigation is whether 
358 acres of wild, uncultivated land, useless for any 
purpose save grazing. covered with grease woo! 
and mesquite brush, and which doubtless cost leas 
than $1,006, original capital, is worth in feeand rent 
for forty years $160,000. The title to the reservation 
bas never been acquired by the Government, «|. 
though the ques‘ion of so doing seems ts have heen 
often discussed by military officers. Formerly the 
prevailing opinion among them seems to have been 
favoreble to the purchase of the site; latterly the 
clear weignt of opinion is against its purchase at 
any price, and against its longer maintenance as a 


He quoted the opinion of a board held at San An- 
tonio, Jan. 16, 1874, of which Gen. Holabird, Major 
Morrow and Capt. Gentry were the members, to 
the effect that $25.000 wasafair valuation for the 
land. An estimate also was given of Capt. W. A. 
Wainwright, A. Q. M., in 1865, which made it about

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THE NAVAL WAR COLLEGE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


1 aM glad to see that prominence 1s being given to 
the Naval War College in your columns, both by 
remarks of your own and by the publication of cor- 
respondence on the subject. The matter merits the 
-opsideration which is prompted by these notices, 

ind it 1s well for the people to be informed of every 
phase of progress in Naval development. 

| desire to supplement what has been said by you 
snd others by. calling attention to the fact that the 
pstablishment of the Naval War College is not an 
isolated fact in our Naval history to be regarded by 
itself alone, but is a necessary part, and perhaps the 
happy consummation, of the energy of develop- 
ment whieh has been working for some years in the 
service, but which has been unable to demonstrate 
its character beretofore for lack of encouragement. 

The original source of thie energy springs from 
the Naval Academy where habits of study 
are planted in mavy minds. The Academy has in- 
noculated the Navy with intellectual strength which 
now after many years pervades the whole body. This 
required a field for action. The first effort to provide 
for this want resulted in the establishment of the 
|. 8. Naval Institute, founded iu 1873, baving for its 
object the advancement of professional and scienti- 
fic knowledge in the Navy. The history of this in- 
stitute and the value attached by corresponding so- 
oeties to its publisbed proceedings does not need re- 
mark here; let it suffice to say that the papers pub- 
lisbed in it stamp the authors (officers of the Navy) 
as in the foreground of progressive ideas. 

Following this impulse from within the body, the 
next step was taken by the Navy Department in 
1881 when the First Advisory Board was appointed 
to consider and to report on the veed ol appropriate 
vessels for the Navy. From this has resulted the 
commencement of the new era of construction of 
ships which has afforded a good field for mind and 
bas stimulated professional inveption. 

Provision for the necessity of arming modern 
ships with modern cannon was a natural sequence 
tothe construction of the sbips themselves, and a 
Gun Foundry Board was appoiuted hy Act of Con- 
gress to devise the means. This Board was ap- 
pointed in 1883; its report made in 1884, and its re- 
commendations, bappily approved and adopted, are 
being carried into effect, the private industries of 
the country being interested in the work to a great 
extent. _ 

The active thought of the Navy, however, cannot 
rest coptent witb itsown ideas and its own experi- 
ences. It must have the benetit of close comparison 
with that of other miods, and the individual officer 
must be relieved from the labor and expense of 
collecting information from abroad. In this case 
the Navy Department has made another move and 
in 1882 it establisbed an ** Office of Intelligence " for 
the purpose of collecting and recording such Naval 
information as may be useful to the Department in 
time of war, as well as in peace. 

In considering, then, the establishment of a Naval 
War College, the above is the condition precedent, 
and we see that the college is a natural outgrowth 
of what bas gone before, and may prove, as before 
said, the happy consummation of the energy of de- 
velopment in the Navy which hvs lacked only ea- 
couragewent and opportunity to vent its powers 
and to prove its mettle. 

The Navy Department has again acted in this 
case, and in 1884 the ** College”"’ was “established for 
an advanced course of professional study,’ Thia is 
virtually all there is in the general order establish- 
ing it. It is all that could be inserted. It 
is a place for an advanced course of pro- 
fessional study for officers of the Navy, by officers 
of the Navy; it must be shaped in its curriculum by 
officers of the Navy, and it will result in what the 
officers of the Navy wake out of it. [t calls for vo 
large appropriations of movey; it requires to u 
certain degree the fostering care of Congress to de- 
fray ordinary expenses, but it is to stand or fall as 
the result of the efforts that the officers of the Navy 
make to sustain it. 

What you have already published in the JovRNAL 
shows how the time has been occupied during the 
third course of lectures delivered at the college, and 
lam at a loss to see where the most exacting critic 
could find a fault with the programme. I do not 
repeat it here as it would occupy space uselessly, 
but it 1s included in a letter from Commander G. W. 
Sumper published in your number of Jan. 7, 1888, 
and is valuable as arecord. I enjoyed the privilege 
of listening to Prof. Soley on International Law, 
Lieut. Meigs on Naval Gunuery, General Abbot on 
Coast Defence, Captain Mahao on Military History, 
showing the influence on the world’s history of the 
possession of naval power, and to Captain Bliss, of 
the Army, on the Art of War, and I was surprised 
at the amount of valuable material and labor of 
which the class bad the opportunity to avail itself. 

A pleasing feature of tbe course waz the ready 
manner in which our brothers of the Army entered 
into the work of assistance in the course of lectures, 
and the earnestness with which tbey joined their 
forces to those of the North Atlantic Squadron io 
practical demonstration of tavtics in the field. It 
seemed to open a field for joint action for practice 
and improvement in both arms of the Service. 

Though I point to the fact that the estabiishment 
of the Naval War College is an outgrowth of what 
had gone before, yet I would not be just, and would 
deprive myself of a pleasure, if | did not mention 
in conclusion that the college, as the consequence 
to the condition precedent, was first recognized by 
Rear Adml. 8. B. Luce, to whom is due the credit of 
perseveringly pushing it, and | think he has every 
reason to be gratified at the result of his Jabors. In 
Captain A. Mahan the college basa President 
whose intellectual ability and ‘titerary attainments, 
combined with bis interest in the work, well fit him 
for his duties.

AMERICAN SOCIETY CIVIL ENGINEERS. 

Tue American Society of Civil Engineers held its 
annual meeting in New York last week, the provi- 
sions for the entertainment of members being under 
the efficient direction of Messrs. William G. Hamil- 
ton, Chas. W. Hunt, and the able and accomplished 
Secretary. Mr. John Bogart, who was lasi fall 
elected State Engineer. There was a meeting to 
hsten to the lecture of Lieut. Rogers on the Panama 
Canal to which we referred last week, a visit to the 
new bridge across the Harlem, which is under the 
direction of Mr. Bogart, and a reception at the club 
house in E. 23d street. The reports showed a tetal 
membership of 1,110, a net increase of 91. The re- 
ceipts aggregated $30958.81, with a balance of 
$8.659.13 on band. 

The Committee on Uniform Standard Time re- 

orted that the 24 hour system is muking satis- 
actory progress. It has been adopted on 2,600 miles 
of the Canadian Pacific Ry., and will gradually be 
extended over the whole of that system; it has also 
been adopted on sections of the Canadian Govern- 
ment railways aud other linesin this continent, on 
sow @European lines, and in Japan. Several letters 
were read highly commendatory of thissystem. In 
order to eduzate the public mind to this system, a 
movement ison foot to have it adopted and ex- 
plained in the public schools of the United States 
and Canada.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


“Ormsby Macknicht Mitchell, Astronomer and 
General,” is a biographical narrative of one whose brief 
career as a general officer in the Union Army during the 
war with the Confederacy gave but partial opportunity to 
test his quality and ability. His zeal and cnseny and his 
fertility of resource and invention are vodoubted and bis 
patriotism had ail the ardor of the crusader's zeal. Perhaps 
it was to his disadvantage chat he was trained to war in his 
youth. It required time to test the superior quality of such 
men, and time was not granted Mitchell, for he died in the 
first half of the second year of the war. His career at the 
West was included iv that crude and unformed period of the 
war duting which the military as well as the popular mind 
was struggling for the comprehension of t most ele- 
mentary principles of warfare. Ali through the term of 
General Mitchell's service in the West, says bis son and bio- 
grapher, who was also his staff officer, * his mind was filled 
with one main idea for the suppression of the Rebellhon. 
This was the cutting of the principal railroad lines of the 
rebels, and breaking up the Confederacy into separate parts. 
From the day of his entrance into Huntsville, and through 
the following May and June, he was looking for the fall of 
Corinth and the removal of Buell’s army to Huntsville, with 
a view to active operations eastward. Chafing at the delay, 
bw mind was continually dwelling upon the territory of 
East Tennessee and Georgia. He would converse familiarly 
with his staff astoal! that might be effected with a fiyin 
column, of perbaps tweaty-five thousand men, with whic 
he would cross the Tennessee, cut loose from his base, and 
march upon Georgia. Or he would spend hours over the 
map, meditating on the most available points of attack. 
Rome, Dalton, Atlanta, became familiar words, and his 
anticipations even reached the eastern coast witb sufficient 
force to threaten Richmond in the rear.” Everything was 
then absorbed in the support of General McClellan in the 
East and General Halleck in the West, and though they ac- 
complished little small opportunity was given to others to 
accomplish anything. The sagacious but sorely perplexed 
Mr. Lincoln was compelled to choose between uni'y and 
inaction in military affairs or activity and division. Still, as 
Captain Mitchell says of his father: ** The light thrown upon 
the situation asit existed then by history, the indifference 
and discouragement of the Southern people, especially in 
the West, the defencelessness of the Cotton States from 
Mitchell's position, now clearly indicate that the plan was 
not so wild as might thea have been supposed.” Mitchell's 
opportunity in the West was lost. He was ordered to the 
Southern Atlantic coast, where he soon fell a victim to the 
climate. So the place he will take in history is rather that 
of the astronomer, the man of science, than of the success- 
ful soldier. To his energy and self sacrifice Cincinnati owes 
ber observatory and America one of the earliest efforts in 
the direction of astronomical discovery. His early associa- 
tions were with those whose ambitions were in intellectual 
fields. His mother’s loss of property compelied the boy's 
early withdrawal from school, so that a period of several 
years of wage earning intervened between bis school studies 
and his entrance at West Point. His stay in the Army was 
brief, and he practiced law for two years with very ill suc- 
cess before he entered upou scientific pursuits. ‘Thus, bis 
life’s occupations were most varied and included an experi- 
ence of ratirjad Gagieesing and railroad financiering which 
brought bim a fortune at the age of forty-two, as it were in 
B bight after a life of struggle with the adverse fates so far 
as bis uniary circumstances are concerned. Honors also 
poured in upon bim at this the bigh tide of his success, He 


was offered and declined the Rumford professorehtp at Har- 
vard, and a professorship at the University of Albany. He 
was at the time of his appointment in the Army in charge of 
the Dudley Observatory at Albany, as well as the Observa- 
tory in Mount Adams, Cincinnati. Closing his life's histor 
his biographer saye: “A point in the history of the Rebel- 
lion seems to have been reached where an important opinion, 
unspoken in public till General Grant announced it in bis 
Memoirs, seems to be gaining ground; that the Rebellion 
should bave been ended in 1862. General Mitchell spoke of 
it as not only possible, but under vigorous treatment as a 
foregone conclusion. What be would have done, bad he 
heen first instead of second in command of the Army of the 
Obio in July, 1862, in averting the * battles of Stone River 
and Chickamauga,’ and ‘in securing a bloodless advance to 
Atlanta,’ or in inaugurating *a series of successes tending 
from Atianta in Geergia throughout Eastern Tennessee up 
to North Carolina,’ is left to the conjecture of such of his 
countrymen as shall peruse this record."

The N. Y. Evening Post says: “The * Flements of 
Analytical Mechanics,’ by Prof. P. 8. Michie, panes by 
Wiley and Sens (1887), is a most excellent book of its clas¢. 
It is the second edition, but differs very much from the first, 
which was never published. It is on the plan of Bartlett's 
and Wood's books on the same subject, but is confined to 
the mechanics of solids. We are not acquainted with any 
American book which gives so satisfactory a discussion of 
the rotation of afree rigid solid due to lapulsive foroes. 
There is a very good discussion of the Potential, and like- 
wise a good introduction to graphical statics. The author 
bas evidently taken great pains to be brief and clear, and 
seems to us to have succeeded admirably. Here and there 
are slight errors, mainly typographical. The author makes 
density and specific gravity synonymous; but the two are 
numerically the same only when the mass of unit volume is 
assumed as the unit of mass.” 

Capt. James Regan, 9th U.S. Infantry, issues a lit- 
tle pamphlet in which he considers consisely the subject of 
“Military Duties in Aid of the Civil Power, during riots, etc., 
for the Regular Army, National Guard, etc., and Police 
Forces generally; being a compendium of the laws and rules 
relating to the putting down of riots, etc.” Capt. Regan 
asks for suggestions in regard to his pamphlet, as it is con- 
templated to issue a pocket edition in larger print.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 
RIFLES AND SHOTGUNS. 


AW article on military small arms by Samuel B. 
Smith, late captain 983d O. V. L, published in the 
Ohio Soldier, contains some observations ou which 
the New Orieans Jimes-Democrat remarks ap» fol- 
lows: 

“Capt. Smith makes some remarks that are of 
greater value than those upon which we have been 
commenting. Ue justly observes that whenever it 
becomes nevessary to employ the National Guards 
fo* the suppression of riot itis most desirable that 
th s purpose should be accomplished with as small a 
sacrifice of life as possible. He goes onto say that 
*for fighting at close quarters, the object being to 
restore order with as little bloodshed as poasible, a 
properly constructed magazine cr single breech- 
loading shotgun, carrying pellets of suffictent 
weight toseriously wound, but seldom kill, except 
atshort range, would be more effective than the 
rifle, whose deadly bullet may kill unoffending citi- 
zens a mile or more distant from the scene of the 
eontlict. Ata range of 80 yards or less, a shotgun 
would be a deadly weapon, and would inflict twice 
the injury that woulu be doue witha rifle; at double 
that distance it would be comparatively harmless.” 

“There is much force and truth in this remark of 
Capt. Smith's, and the plan would be found to work 
well except in ope always possible case—the case iu 
which tbe rioters themselves, or a considerable 
number of them, are armed with rifles. Under those 
circumstances severe loss might be ioflicted on the 
troops before they arrived within shotgun range. 
This risk, however, can be easily avoided, and the 
difficulty solved, by servinpg outto the mena cer- 
tain number of shot-loaded cartridges of rifle cali- 
bre, in addition to the ball cartridges. This, in fact, 
is very generally done; aud it then rests with the 
officer commanding to decide which kind of ammu- 
nition the circamstauces require to be used.”

PRACTICE FOR SUBALTERNS, 


Ir goes without saying, that every lieutenant of 
the line should be fully prepared to command his 
company, battery or troop, at any time when he 
may be called upon, but it is also certain that very 
many subaltern officers of the National Guard 
would be sorely troubled if unexpectedly called 
upon to command a compuny at battalion dm. 
This does not result so much from ignorance of the 
tactics—for most officers bave sufficient theoretical 
knowledge of the school of the battalion—but 
rather from lack of experience in command, There 
are many lieutenants who have never commanded a 
o-mpany at battalion drill, who, in their places 
among the file-closers, can promytly recognize 
every error, and wto kuow exactly wha. command 
their cr ptains shoul give, at every order from the 
colonel. But these same officers, if suddeiily placed 
in commaud, would become “rattled,” and cover 
themselves with confusion, 

It is, therefore, a very vecessary element in the 
instruction of a battalion, to give the subaltern offi- 
cers every possible opportuuity to habituate them- 
selves to command. The captains do not need such 
instruction, except to prevent them from getting 
rusty, and the advantage to them of knowing that 
their lieutenants can be relied upon to replace them, 
when necessary. without discredit to their com- 
panies, is very evident. 

At this season, when battalion drills are frequent, 
and in view of the expected changes in tactics, it 
would seem a wise course to place every lieutenant 
in charge of a company at least once. It would, 
moreover, tend to increase the interest of the junior 
officers, in their duties, and materially increase the 
efficiency of the National Guard.

Tue right wing, consisting of Cos. B, F, D, and K, 
assein bled io the armory for instruction on Monday 
evening, Jan. 23, with 52 files, which were divided 
into four companies of 12 files each. The sergeants 
were very prompt iu reporting their commands to 
the adjutant, and the men were neat and their uni- 
forms clean. The instructor, Lieut.-Col. Benson, 
ordered the rauks to be opened, and the officers to 
face the men, 80 as to correet any mistakes there 
might be made durivg the manualof arms. This 
was fairly doue, except the order arme,in which 
every man seemed to be trying to make the most 
noise. The pieces were dropped to the fluor ore 
after another instead of together. The instruttor 
was very careful to give the details before any 
movement was attempted, und he went through 
them several times befure they were properly exe- 
cuted. The step was entirely too quick for so small 
acommand; the left of the command could not keep 
up with it, hence there was confusion in some of the 
movements. The guides were slow and did not 
keep proper distance, and in all the movemengs the 
instructor repeated tbe caution to keep prop@® ais- 
tance. The left guides in wheeling (with an excep- 
tion) did not look to the marching flank, and ia con- 
sequence the wheelings were ragged. 

The command centre forward had to be repeated 
several times to suit the instructor, and by compa- 
nies rear into column was badly done—chiefly owing 
to lack of proper cadence in thestep. The first four 
of each company marched too quick, and the com- 
pany commanders did not give the command fours 
eft at the proper time and allowed their eompanies 
to go too far to the right, and also in dressing to the 
left. The guides did not eover, nor even keep the 
proper distance, and at the next command, left into 
line, wheel, the second and third companies could 
not get into their proper places. 

The command continue the march was badly exe- 
cuted. The commandants of companies did not 
give their commands at the proper time, aud the 
movement companies left front into line was at- 
tempted with poor success. The commands did not 
comprenend the order. 

The marching by comnpanies was poorly donc, 
there being too mucb distance between first and 
second companies and too little between the third 
and fourth companies, and in the wheeling by com- 
panies the left guide of the third company did not 
look to the marching flank in wheeling. 

The instructor then gave orders to load, and the 
firing was fairly done, both by ranks, companies, 
and battalion, but not one-third of the men in the 
rear ravk stepped off with the right foot at the word 
aim. The instructor forgot to give the command 
arms port and have the pieces examimed before 
goivg through the firings. The drill closed with the 
manual of arms, which, except the order, was fairly 
done. The drills will continue through the season, 
and there will be, no doubt, a vast improvement on 
this drill in the future. 





APPROPRIATING FOR THE MILITIA. 


In the House of Representatives, Mr.Crouse intro- 
duced the following biil: To amend aun act entitled 
“An act to amend section 1661, Rev. Stats., makiug 
an aupnual aporopriation to provide arms aud equip- 
ments for the militia.” 

Be it enacted, etc.. Thatjsection 1 of an actof Feb. 
12, 1887, entitled * Anact to amend section 1661, Rev. 
Srats., making an annual appropriation to provide 
arms and equipments for the militia,” be, and the 
same is hereby amended, so as to read as follows: 

“That the suin of $600,000 is hereby annually ap- 
propriated, to be paid out of any money in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the pur- 
pose of providing arms, ordnance stores, querter- 
master’s stores, and vamp equipage for issue to the 
militia.”’ 

The House Committee on Militia has had under 
consideration during the past week Mr. McKenna’s 
bill providing for the establishment of a Bureau of 
Militia in the War Department, and for the division 
of the militia of the several States into organized 
and reserved classes. The views of the Secretary of 
War have been invited on the measure. A report 
will be made as soon as he is heard from. 





THE THIRTEENTH N. Y.—COL. DAVID B. AUSTEN,

N. Y. NATIONAL GUARD CONVENTION, 


1x his opening address before the tenth annual convention 
of the National Guard Association, beid in Albany last week, 
the presideat, Col. H. W. Mitchell, of the Mth Brooklyn, said 
“The outlook for the future is encouragingly bright and 
promising. Not speedily, perbaps, but none the less surely, 
the National Guard bas tended toward the status of a re- 
«ulararmy. It has rome a grave question whether the 
limit in this direction has not been fully reached. The ad- 
visability of the assignment of Regular Army officers #s in- 
structors of the National Guard isa subject of vital im- 
portance for consideration.” A resolution offered by Lieut. 
McCryetal asking the Levislature to make an appropriation 
for, and authorising the Commander in- Chief to establish, a 
military schoo! with Regular Army officers as instructors 
was adopted. 

The usual proceedings for tinkering the code were taken 
and the matter of supplying the N. G. with biouses was re- 
ferred to the committee on this subject. The proposition to 
give commanding officers the power to appoint non-com. 
officers gave rise tosome debate, but the recommendation 
for the change was adopted by a large majority. The chang: 
certa.nly ought to be made, Another code amendment pro- 
pesed provides that eoummiasioned officers who bave held the 
same rank for ten years may be placed on the retired list if 
a bave become unable to fill their positions satisfactorily. 

@ suggestion that per year be allowed to mounted 
commissioned officers and $3) to other officers was pot up- 
roved. The amendments approved will be submitted to the 
Military Committees of the Senate and Assembly by the 
Permavent Code Committee to urge their passage. The 
committee consists of Gen. Amasa J. Parker, Jr., 3d Bri- 
gade ; Col. Ww. &eward, Jr., 9th Regt., and Col. Louis Fin- 
kelmeier, &d Regt. 

Col. McGrath, A. A. G., and Lieut.-Col. McLewee were 
elected honorary membere. Gen. Doyle, Gen. Jas. McLee: 
and Capt. Richard P. Morie were appointed a committee to 
secure a new biouse. 

The report of the treasurer showed that the association re- 
ceived $873 during the past year, while the experses 
amounted to $483, leaving a balance of $38 to the credit of 
the orgapization.

CAPTAIN WINFIELD ('HOATE, commanding the 
Capital City Guards, Augusta, Me., and Brigade 
Inspector R. P., Me. M., writes us as follows con- 
cerning the subject of autumu mancuvres: 


While I am beartily in favor of the National Government 
dealing directly with this important subject, I am unable to 
see hoW the several plans suggested can be carried out with 
any great degree of success. Could not the knowledge of 
movements by brigade, division or corps ‘as suggested) be 
obtained by the establishment in an accessible place of one 
or more camps: where euch year troops from the several 
States could be called together and receive systematic in- 
struction and where Regular Army discipline should pre- 
vall, Let there also be established at such camps ranges for 
artillery and small arms practice of all kinds that this (to 
wy mind) most important part of the soldier's knowledge 
should receive the attention it merits. [I would spend no 
time in the firing of biank cartridges in sham battles, but 
let every man be taught when he discharges his rifie to aim 
at something, and hit it, teo—if he can. 

A permanent camp of this kind would afford all the op- 

»ortunities requ red for formation of line of battle, estab- 

ishment of outposts and movement of large bodies of 
troops upon roads or across country, etc ,etce. Faithful 
work, under the direction of officers titted for such duty, 
would do much to establish uniformity of tostruction and 
greater efficiency in the militia service, and in case of a cali 
to active service they would be organized under the same 
system arg would readily accommodate themeelves to each 
other, Tiere a large and growing surplus in the National 
Treasury. Let asmall fraction of it be applied under the 
Constitution for “ organizing, arming and disciplining the 
reilitia.”’ and thus relieve the several States somewhat of one 
item of taxation. The U. 8. must, in the event of war, rely 
upon the militia for speedy aid, and why should it not sec 
that they are fully preparea for such an emergency.

ANECDOTES OF GENERAL HANCOCK, 


Lievtenaxt J. A. Dapray, U.S. A., Aide-de-Camp 
to Gen. Miles, in writing some reminiscences for a 
California journal, tells some interesting anecdotes 
about Gen. Hancock, on whose staff, it will be re- 
membered, he was aide-de camp at the time of that 
distinguished officer's death: One story describes an 
interview between Gen. Franklin and Gen. Han- 
cock, in which these distinguished officers revived 
recollections of their cadet days, recalling the inci- 
dent of Hancock's baving ruu the risk of dismissul 
rather than get a fellow cadet into trouble by re- 
vealing the existence of ademijobn hidden in the 
room when he was room orderly. ‘‘No man,” said 
Gen. Hancock, “can appreciate how I felt that day. 
it was im ible to place the demijobn so that some 
portion of it would not show. I[ knew that —y a 
miraculous oversight on the part of the officer in- 
specting would save me. To stand gazing at what 
seewed to be certain cause for dismissal—a cause, 
too, for which I was in uo way responsible—made 
ove of the most terrible and trying experiences of 
auxiety lever knew."’ But the demijobn was not 
discovered. 

Lieut. Dupray also describes the scorn with which 
Gen. Hancock declined the proposition, when he 
was a candidate for President, of the moneved poli 
ticians of New York, who offered to put up some 
thing like two bundred thousand dollars if be would 
obligate himself, in the event of his election, to aj- 
poiut their pominee as Secretary of the Treasury.

ONE wellknown drawback in torpedo boats is the | 
Visibility of the flame and smoke when within a dis- | 
tance of 2.500 to 3,000 yards of the object to be at- 
tacked. Experiments at the Rochefort Arsenal and 
ov the Seine with an appuratus invented by an en- 
gineer of the name of Oriollo, of Names, as is re- 
ported, have demonstrated that his arrangement is 
eapable at night of quite obscuring the torpedo} 
boat. The flame and sparks Cisappear, the smoke, | 
which 1s reduced in temperature from 100 deg. to 30 
or 40 deg., spreads itself out in a horizontal layer 
over the surface of the water, becomes inbalable und 
envelopes tbe boat in an impenetrable vapor, | 
which defies the electric search hght to discover the 
boat. A notable point in the application of the ar- | 
rangement is that, it iu no way whatever interferes | 
with the proper working of the engines or the boat. 
The steam pressure and the speed remain undiwin- 
ished; the improvement is coufined exclusively to 
the funvel, and the extra weight which it adds to 
the boat is insiguificant. France is engaged in ap- 
plying this improvement, aud Spain and Italy will, 
probably, shortly introduce it to their navies.

Ladies 
are Ww purticuiar dazzled by the cheap glory of the 
recouds whose pawes figure with suci éclat at the 
foot of the preces verbaur or quasi official re 
ports of figbts. The pulf is equally useful whether 
the affair has come off or has been satisfactorily ar- 
ravged without biood-letting. In fact, it is often 
better for the professional second to be known 
as a dab at arranging quarrels al’'amiable. He is 
then likely to get more custom from the numerous 
Class of persous who, without being spadassins or 
tire-eaters, have been dragged into a duel against 
their wishes, and are desirous of being dispensed, io 
as honorable and straightforward a manner as pos- 
sible, from the uupleasant duty of getting shot or 
“skivered” in some rural rendezvous in the outly- 
ing suburbs of Paris. 





GENERAL WHEELER'S BILL. 


THe Washington correspondent of the N. Y. Times 
sayy: “Gen. Wheelcr of Alabama does pot regard 
his bill to reorganize the line of the Army as abso- 
lutely perfect in allits detaile, and he is not sur- 
prised that in some of its provisions it is attracting 
comment and criticism. He, however, regards the 
general purposes sought to be accomplisbed by the 
measure as cf great importance and vecessity in 
promoting the efficiency of the Army. He and 
others who have looked into the subject believe 
that it is practically impossible to bring about an 
effective redistribution and reorganization of the 
line without giving some officers some ground on 
which to complain of injustice. His desire in pre- 
paring the pending bill was to do as little justice 
as possible, aud if any practical way is pointed out 


criticism thus far directed against tbe bill seems to 
be against the section which provides that the 
vacancies created by the measure in the several 
grades of field odicers and that of captain shall be 
filled by selection from the next lower grade, with 
reference to length of service and efficiency. Gen. 
Wheeler does uot claim that some betcer method of 
filling the vacancies cannot be found, aud if one 1s 
found be will not oppose its substitutien for the 
provision as it now stands. The mere offering of 
the bill bas undoubtedly been of service in calling 
out suggestions from Army officers and others, 
which the Military Committee of the House will 
find of value in considering other measures as well 
as that introduced by Gen. Wheeler.”
